WE’VE definitely got one Royal 
Borough resident selected to 
compete for Team GB in the 
London 2012 Olympic Games - 
and it could soon be two. 

Just days after learning that 
Andy Barrow has been selected for 
the wheelchair rugby team in the 
Paralympics, 18-year-old Zoe Smith is 
in the five-strong weightlifting team. 
And she could be joined by 25-year- 
old judo star Gemma Gibbons, from 
Charlton, who’s waiting to hear that 
her amazing late run for a place has 
been successful. 

All have been supported by 
Greenwich Starting Blocks, the 
charity set up to help elite athletes 
achieve their dreams. 

“I’m elated to have been selected 
for the team,” said Zoe from Abbey 
Wood. “It has been a nerve-wracking 
period ahead of selection, so I’m glad 
that I’ve now secured my place and 
can definitely say I’ll be representing 
Team GB at the Games!” 

Zoe said the support she received 
from Greenwich Starting Blocks, the 
charity set up to help young athletes 
dreaming of reaching the top, was 
crucial to her success. “They showed 
faith in me right from the start when 
I was just 13,” she said. “At that age, 
just knowing people outside of your 
immediate family and friends believe 
in you is incredibly important. 

“It encouraged me to train hard to 
prove them right and I think I can 
safely say I’ve done that now. 

“Starting Blocks paid for my mum to 
watch me at the W orld Championships , 
and I’m proud to represent Royal 
Greenwich. I was born in Greenwich 
Hospital and went to De Lucy primary 
school at the bottom of my garden.” 

Her mum, Niki, told GT: “Even 
though we’d expected it, actually 
having it confirmed that Zoe will 
now definitely become an Olympian 
is quite mind-blowing really!

Originally 

a gymnast, Zoe has broken youth, 
junior and senior records on her 
way to Olympic selection. She 
won the bronze medal at the 2010 
Commonwealth Games when still 
only 16. 

This week another Starting Blocks 
athlete, Gemma Gibbons is about to 
hear if she’s been selected for Team 
GB too. A member of the Metro 
Judo Club that’s just moved into a 
new home at Thomas Tallis school 
in Kidbrooke, Gemma took the brave 
step of going up a weight to try and 
make the judo team, winning a “shoot 
out” match against opponents eight 
kilos heavier. 

She made her big move for a place 
by winning the British European Cup 
event in May, then picking up the 
silver medal at the Romanian World 
Cup event earlier this month. 

Gemma said: “If I’m selected for 2012 
it will be my first Olympic Games, so I 
will try and make sure I enjoy it, fight 
as hard as I possibly can and try my 
best to win a medal. 

“The support I receive from the 
Greenwich Starting Blocks allows me 
to train full time. Without it I would 
have to get a part-time job, which would 
effect my performance and results.” 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the 
council in the royal borough, said: “Zoe 
and Gemma are prime examples of 
how supporting young people through 
Greenwich Starting Blocks means we 
can all share in their successes in 2012 
and beyond.

ROADWORKS to prepare royal 
borough roads for the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games start next 
week. 


In Charlton Park Lane, 
work runs from next 
Tuesday, June 26, to 
Tuesday, July 24 to ^

It’s part of a London- 
wide programme which 
includes installing 
temporary traffic islands 
and barriers at junctions, 
and changing around 1,300 
sets of traffic signals to 
deal with the expected increase in 
traffic. 

Most of the works are being carried 
out overnight from Friday, July 20 to 
Tuesday, July 24. The roadworks are being 
carried out so that the capital will be ready 
for the temporary road changes needed to 
create the Olympic Route Network and 
Paralympic Route Network (ORN/PRN), the 
109-mile network of roads linking Games 
and accommodation venues. 


Thirty miles of the ORN will include 
Games Lanes, which will be available 
only to vehicles carrying the ‘Games 
Family’ - the athletes, 
officials, media and some 
sponsors. 

The ORN and Games 
Lanes are being 
managed by Transport 
for London (TfL), and 
will be operational and

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Currently the rent level for the properties 
you see advertised in Greenwich Homes is 
significantly lower than full market rents in private 
sector housing.

THE royal borough picked up two 
gold medals at the biggest ever 
Thames Water London Youth 
Games Regatta at Docklands on 
Saturday, June 9. 

Around 900 young people from 30 
boroughs took part in the event, more 
than three-times the number who 
took part in the re-launched Thames 
Water Regatta in 2008 across rowing, 
kayaking and sailing competitions. 

Crown Woods College student Jack 
Davidson picked up the first gold medal 
of the day after triumphing in the male 
junior single scull race. The 16-year-old 
beat rowers from 10 other boroughs. 

He said: “It feels pretty good to have 
won, it was a good race and was fun. It 
was quite rough weather, pretty windy 
going down the course, which probably 
did affect my performance but in good 
weather I hope I still would have won. 
I won last year as well so I’m going to 
come back for the treble.” 

Overall, Royal Greenwich finished 
ninth in the kayak slalom, ninth in the 
kayak sprint, fifth in the rowing and 
15th in the sailing. 

Jamie Grover, 15, was looking to 
make it three wins in a row in the 
senior kayak slalom. She was leading 


after her first run and then posted the 
quickest time of the day to win by a 
comfortable margin. 

The St Paul’s Academy student said: 
“It feels really good. I train five times 
a week at Danson Park and 
sometimes at Southmere 
Lake in Thamesmead. 

“I train hard and p 
a lot of work into it, s< 
to have a good final 
result is good. I am 
in the GB set-up for 
canoe polo. It means 
a lot to compete for 
Greenwich, where I 
live and go to school.” 

Former competitors 
at the London Youth 
Games included 
Paralympic rower Ryan 
Chamberlain. He said: “It 
has brought back a lot of 
memories. It was great to see all 
the kids having fun and seeing the 
sheer number of people involved has 
impressed me.”
